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The Colorado General Assembly referred seven measures to the people for the 2006 General Election
ballot, five in regular session and two in the July special session. This memorandum revises an earlier
memorandum designating the ballot letters for each measure, in order to reflect the two additional
measures referred during the special session. Please note that ballot letter designations are unofficial until
formally certified by the Secretary of State pursuant to section 1-5-203 (1), C.R.S., which requires that the
ballot be certified at least 57 days prior to the November General Election.

Referred measures are assigned letters in accordance with section 1-5-407 (5) and (5.4) and section
1-40-115, C.R.S., and Election Rule 6.4.2. Constitutional measures appear before statutory measures, and
TABOR measures appear before non-TABOR measures, so that referred measures are grouped and
assigned letters in the following order:

1. Constitutional TABOR measures.

2. Constitutional non-TABOR measures.
3. Statutory TABOR measures.
4

Statutory non-TABOR measures.
Within each group, measures are assigned letters in the order adopted by the General Assembly.

Applying these requirements, we have established the following order and lettering for statewide referred
measures on the 2006 General Election ballot.

Referendum E SCR 06-001 (Extension of Property Tax Exemption for Disabled Veterans)

Referendum F SCR 05-005 (Removing Recall Timelines from the Constitution)

Referendum G SCR 06-002 (Elimination of Obsolete Constitutional Provisions)

Revised Referendum | HB 06-1344 (Domestic Partnership)

Referendum J HB 06-1283 (Public Schools Expenditure Accountability Act)

Referendum K HB 06S-1022 (Attorney General Initiate Immigration Lawsuit)
